of the Fees of Sheriffs ; It tfimfoK enatteS, by The 
K IN G's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
5 Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, THAT from sheriff 
and after the passing of this Act, in lieu of all Fees and Gratuities here- Shenff sjidl 
tofore demanded, taken or accepted in the office of Sheriff or Under corUingto 
Sheriff in the several counties, counties of cities, and counties of towns 1;^^, 

in Ireland, by any person or persons employed in discharging the duties ofaiiothen. 
10 of that office, or any of them, the fees specified in tlie Tables N” 1 & 2, 
annexed to this Act, shall be established, and be deemed and taken as 
the lawful fees and emoluments for the discharge of the several duties 
therein specified ; and that if any further or greater or additional fee, 
gratuity, emolument or other consideration, for any of the services therein 
15 specified, shall be demanded, taken or received, or agreed to be taken 
by any Sheriff or Under Sheriff, or by any person belonging to or 
employed in the office of Sheriff or Under Sheriff of any county, county 
of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, such person shall forfeit, for 
each and every such offence the sum of One hundred pounds, and shall 
20 also be disabled and disqualified from ever acting in any office under His 
Majesty, His Heirs or Successors; and any person or persons paying, 
promising or offering any further or greater additional fee, gratuity or 
emolument, or other consideration, to any Sberiff or Under Sheriff, or 
any other person belonging or employed in his office for any of the 
.,0 A services 
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servicfs therein specified, or on acconnt of mj matter connected there- 
witb, shall forfeit for each and every such offence, the cum of One 
hundred pounds ; and the said respective penalties shall and may he 
recovered with full costs of suit, by action of debt, bill, plaint or in- 
formation, in any of His Majesty’s courts of record in Buhlin, by any 5 
person or persons who shall sue for the same.
